Despite inclement weather, there were very few seats at the Field House, Summit, N. J. where on April 16 the 
Delegates of the Association gathered for their Annual Meeting. This is the meeting at which the new officers

making a great many new friends. The brand new square dancer leaves his first dance with the enthusiasm 
and feeling, ‘'I should have done this sooner. | had a lot of fun.’’ 


The intermediate dancer has already experienced the feeling of the beginner so he looks a little further. The 
intermediate dancers are still dancing for fun but they find their enjoyment dancing with their new made friends 
along with the thinking they have to do to execute some of the figures the caller is now giving them. These 
dancers leave with satisfaction and joy written on their faces for the feat which they have accompli shed. 


The advanced dancer’s aim is still fun but on a challenge basis. The figures, which are more intricate, are 
executed from any position in the square. The difficulty of the figures ànd the progression in which they are 
called is where the challenge comes to the dancer. The elated feeling they get for their accomplishments is 
their fun and they go home in the spirit of A job well done”’.
